11 474 feet and accomplished tho feat 
in' a 30-.mile gale that wrecked La- 
tham's monoplane and kept cautious 
aviators to the ground. 
Seventy-seven thousand enthusias- 


tic spectators gathered at Dominguez 
field witnessed

flight of tbe southern California avia- 
tor, and when Hoxsey lauded safely, 
almost in front of the grand stand, 
his barograph was removed from the 
machine and examined and tha an- 
nouncement made that be had broken 
th? altitude record of 10,499 feet es- 
tablished by M. ^egagneux at Pau, 
France, on December 10. pandemonium 
broks loose among the spectators and 
a mad rush was made for the field 
to co-igratulate him. 


Hoxsey's feat is without parallel In 


the history of aviation. 
He went 


Into the air a few minutes before one 
o'clock and quickly began his upward 
flight. In a short time he was beyond 
the view of the spectators. He was 
gone EO long that tbe officials at the 
field became alarmed and began ma- 
king inquiries and 
requesting 
the 


near-by towns and beach resorts to be 
on the lookout for the aviator. 


Shortly before three o'clock a spec- 


tator In the grand stand discerned a 
speck in the air, and It was several 
minutea before the majority of the 
throng could distinguish the speck. 


Slowly descending. Hoxsey 
made 


several complete circles with his ma- 
chine pointed downward, before he 
became plainly visible to the naked 
eye. 
While on the side of the field 


opposite the grand stand he made a 
Bensational glide of 1.000 feet. 
The 


multitude watching him thought be 
had lost control of bis machine and 
held its breath, but when within about 
600 feet from the ground, the aviator 
turned his planes upward and shot 
into the-air again. 
He turned his 


machine completely 
around 
at the 


pylon to the right of the grand stand, 
descended and stiffly

Workers' Pay In England When Board 


Wn« a Shilling a Week. 


There wua a time when a workman 


3n England received 8 cents a duy an 
an ordinary wage, when skilled ar- 
tisans commanded 12 cents a iltiy anc 
when women worked in the field at 
Bttch tasks as reaping straw, hoeing 
planting beans nnd washing sheep 
for 2 cents a day, and a wlso student 
of tho subject 1ms expressed the opin- 
ion that the British workman of that 
Cay was better otf than he has over 
been «lnco thon. 
That aouudH paradoxical. But tha 


explanation is this: 
Tho workman 


who sold his services for 8 cents a 
'day could buy good beef or mutton for 
1% cents a pound. Wheat cost him on 
tho average only 18 cents a bushel. 
Etc could get board for 12 to 10 cents 
a week. Tho pay ho would receive for 
•fifteen weeks' services would suffice 
to purchase a supply of suitable food- 
stulTa, according to tho standard of his 
Umo (constating of wheat, malt and 
oatmeal), to maintain his family for 
an otitlro yuar. 


Under those circumstances 8 cents a 


'day—Increased to 12 cents In harvest 
time—was a fair wage, and "times 
,*wort> good" for tho average workman.

Legend of Its Adoption as an Emblom 


by the Turks. 


The crescent has been known since 


time out of memory. Ju ancient my- 
thology it decorated the foreheads of 
Diana and of Astarte, the Syrian Ye- 
nus. In the days of Rome's greatest 
glory the ladies wore at as an orna- 
ment in.their hah*. 


Since the foundation of Constanti- 


nople, the ancient Byzantium, It has 
been the emblem of the city and us 
such adorns its walls and public build- 
ings, besides being stamped on its 
coins and postage. The legend which 
accounts for dts universal adoption in 
Turkey, -and Constantinople in par- 
ticular, is as follows: 
Philip of Macedon laid siege to tho 


city in the year 3-10 B. C. He chose a 
night of unusual darkness for the pro- 
posed assault, but was' foiled by the 
moon suddenly breaking from, behind 


cloud. 'In commemoration of this 


providential deliverance the crescent 
was adopted aa the symbol of the city. 
The Mohammedan sultans were slow 
to assume this emblem until some one 
mentioned that It was the symbol of 
Increasing greatness,1 power changing 
as rapidly as the phases of the moon.

the young scientist to thinking, and as 
he could not account for the phenome- 
non in any other way he was not slow 
In attributing it-to atmospheric pres- 
sure. 
He argued that water would 


rise in a vacuum only to such a height. 
as would render, the downward pres- 
sure or weight of the column of water 
just equal to the atmospheric pressure 
and, further, that should a heavier fluid 
be used the height of the column could 
be much reduced. To prove this he 
selected- a glas£ tube four feet long 
and after sealing one end filled it with 
mercury and then inverted it in a 
basin containing .a,quautity of the same 
peculiar liquid. The column in the 
tube quickly fell to a height of nearly 
thirty inches above "the mercury in the 
basin, leaving in the top of the tube a 
vacuum which is the most perfect that 
has ever been obtained and which is 
to this day called the Torricelll vac- 
nurn in honor of its discoverer. 
The 


name of the instrument inenns "air 
measure," arid its fundamental princi- 
ples cannot be better illustrated than 
by the above described experiment.

Add to Cost of Living. 


The American Magazine reprints a 


letter which was sent to the Massa- 
chusetts cost of living commission. It 
goes as follows:' 


"It seems to me that the. elimination 


of waste is nearly Impossible in house- 
holds where there are numerous serv- 
ants; at least, I have found it so, 
with only one, and the waste rises' in 
geometrical progression with the num- 
ber employed. • I have now been doing 
my own cooking for nearly a year and 
I feed my family twice as well on 
about two-thirds the cost. 
A large 


part of the saving comes in the eco- 
nomical use of meat. I make a de- 
"licious dinner with a few scraps of 
meat that a cook would give to the 
dog. 


"Then I depend a'good deal on 


', soups, which I invent to -.salt 
my 


larder. A few cold baked beans, with 
a little tomato and a bit of meat on a 
bone, or a little left over gravy, make 
a soup that all eat with much pleasure 
and it is so nourishing that jt goes far 
to make the dinner. Most people do 
not/understand how different a soup. 


. Is when it lias :simmered a good many 
hours. The soup'that has been boiled 
.fast a couple of hours will taste flat 
and uninteresting, whereas the same 
soup five hours later will have such 
a .delicious blend of flavors that "all 
you know is that It Is nice without 
being able.to distinguish the ingre-. 
dients. .Again it is .time that counts. 
Cooks "waste the coffee and tea hor- 
ribly. Mix the coffee with cold water 
the night before with an eggshell 
and bring it.to a boil in.the morning 
and you do not need a great deal for 
a good cup of coffee. The tea in the 
kitchen is piled into the teapot and 
thrown out with but little of the good- 
ness extracted. , Another 
frightful 


waste Is the coal. I use less than 
half as much as any girl' I ever had 
and my stove bakes better. I never 
complain offthe draught, as she does 
or did alter .burning all the goodness 
out of her. coal in the flrst hour after 
lighting."
